We have had good attendance on work 
nights but the Top Brass haven't provided enough parts. 


With a little more effort we should soon have a 144 Mc net in 
operation. Jim "JC" Bailey - VE3DGZ and Harold Dow - VE3DBI, possibly 
more are now equipped for this frequency. The Duluth Club is also 
going to 2 Metres and we have news that we have W's and K's across 
the Lake looking for contacts. For an emergency network, CD Work and 
rag-chews this 2 Metre idea has great possibilities. 


At one of our get together in the near future we will be hearing from 
our local CD Coordinator Paul Werk. It is now quite sometime (1955 to 
be exact) since some of our members received Civil Defence Cards. 
These should be brought up to date — which is one thing Paul wants to 
talk to us about. And in addition he would like to clear up a few 
points which might be in doubt about Club Members using the equipment 
etc.
